[PETER = Hcreas in the Parliament holden tn the ſeuen and twentieth yeere of the 

| 72 \ ratgne oſour moſt noble Pzogenitoz Edward the third , late king of Eng» 
4a land , Jtis enacted and ozdeined amongſt other things, That all wooll 
| Packers,and wtinders of woolles ſhould bee ſwozne, and take a cozpozall 
1] oath befoze the Dato; of the Staple foz the ttme being.truely and tulfly to 
AY © 11 wynde,and packe all the woolles within this Kealme : By fozce of which 
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out the Realme,and by that trade haue mainteined themſelues,their wiues,childzen, and families in good 
and honelt ſozt, and to the publique good, and commoditie of the whole Kealme, vntill nowe of late diuerſe 
and many perſons (contrary to the ſame Statute) taking vpon them to be udoolwinders in many places of 
this RKealme,neither being \wozne,noz erpert in winding, and folding of woolles, of which ſome bee Glo- 

uers,Taylozs,Weauers,Cozdwainozs,Barbers,Yuſbandmen,and other Artificers,haue gone about,and 
- daylydoe goe about thzoughout this Kealme , in many places pzactiſing themlelues in winding, and fol- 
dingofthe ſaid woolles, by the pzocurement and meanes of the Owners and Bzeeders of the ſaſd weolles, 


ſhip ofudoollwtnders, otherwiſe called woollmen , are bound tuſtly and 


and doe wind vp,and deceſtfully put into the (aid fleeces of wooll many deceiueable things, not onely to the 


 greatſlaunder ofthis Realme,but alſo to the flaunder ofthe Merchants of the ſaid Staple, and likewiſe to 


I the greathinderance,and deceite of the ſatd Merchants , as alſo to the great loſſe,and pzetudice ofher Das» 


teſties ſubtects vling the feate,oz craft of Clothmaking , within this Realme. Foz refozmation, and re- 
. dzelle whereof, the Nueenes molt excellent Paieſtie by the aduice of her pztuy Counſel ftraitly chargeth 

-  andcommaundeth,that no mannerofperſon,oz perſons, whatſoeuer hee oz they be, at anytime hereafter, 
goe about, o2 take vpon him oz them to winde, oz folde any manner of woolles, tn any Countrey where 
 woollegare accuſtomedto be wzought,had,oz vſed foz any Perchant of the Staple,oz Clothter, befoze hee, 
_ 82 they ſhallbe admitted,and allowed by the aſter , and udardens of the company , and fellowſhip of the 


Woolmen ofthe Citie of London,oz one of them foz the time being, to the intent that he and they ſhall be ex- 


' pert,and hanue knowledge in the ſaid craft oz myſtery fo: the true winding, and foulding of woolles, And 
that euery perſon,and perſons ſo allowed,and admitted fo: an able,and lawfull wozkeman, oz wotkemen 
 tnfozmeafozeſaid,ſhalhaue a Tefttmontall,oz Certificat of his allowance and admittance vnder the Seale 
_ ofthe Maiozof the Staple at udeſtminſter fo: the time being,z that none of the ſaid perſons ſo allowed,and 
admitted, 02 that ſhall be ſo allowed, and admitted,ſhal go about,oz take vpon him oz them, to winde,0z fold 


any woolles, befoze he,o2 they hane taken a cozpozall oath befoze the ſaid Datioz foz the time being, that hee - 
oz theyſhall truely,and iultly without deceipt , winde 02 folde all and ſinguler ſuch wooll oz woolles as hee _ 
o2 they ſhalltake vpon himoz them to wind oz folde, and ſhal not commit, vſe, oz pzactiſe any deceit,o: guile = 


| therein, vponpaine,that euery perſon, which ſhall take vpon him to winde, oz folde any manner of woolles 

| beingnot admitted, and ſwozne, as ts afozeſatd, 02 which all commit, vſe,oz pzactile any deceite, oz gutle 
therein,againſt this our Pzoclamation,oz againſt the lawes,and Statutes inthat behalfe made, and pzo- 
uided,(hall ſuffer impztſonment,and ſuch other puniſhment, penalties by fine, oz otherwiſe, as maylaw- 
fully be inflicted vpon them oz wilfull bzeach,andcontempt of her Dateſttes pleaſure andcommandement, 
andofher Dighneſle authozitie , and pzerogatiue regall, And her Dateftie further fraitly chargeth and 
commandety.that no Grower,Bzeeder,Bzogger,o; gatherer of any wools in any her HDighnelle Counties, 
where woolles are accuſtomed to be wzought by ſwozne men, ſhall at any ttme hereafter ſet on wozke any 
Woolkolder,oz udoolwinder to folde 02 wind his,0: their woolloz woolles , vnleſle the ſayde Woollolder,oz

| truely to winde,andpacke all ſuch woolles, as they meddle with thzough- 
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| wozkeman to kolde and wind wookles in maner andfozme aSis atozeſaid , vpon the

 raigne of her Pateſties molt deare father Henry the eight,yet tanding in fozce, Jt waseuacted.that no ma» | 
- nerof perſon doe winde,ozcauleto be wound any fleece of wooll not betng tufficiently rtueredoz waſhed, ne. a 


1  windeozcauſetobe wounde withtn anylleece, diuerſe decetueable things particularly m the, - 
ſame Acte,0zany otherthing, whereby the fleece may bee the moze waightte to the deceipt , 8nd loſle of the = 
' Buyer,vpon paine, the ſeller of any ſuch deceitful wools to fozfeit oz euery ſuch fleece xe pence. Per 
teſtie hath bene certatnely infozmed,that notwithſtanding the ſayd good 2 Statute, much [55 \Þ 
| vledin waſhing, winding, folding, and packing of-woolles, and that foz the molt part by1 j 
contrary tothe ſatd Act,and Statute : Her Dighnelle therefoze minding tohane the ſaid clauſes ofthe 0d. 


,andallIctes, and Statutes touching , 02 in any wile concerning the auoyding of the ſayde de- 
ceipts,0z made,and pzouided foz the true and lawfull winding, folding, and packing of the ſayde woolles by 
expert andſkilfull perſons, thal be from hencefoozth duely obſerued and put in execution, andthe offenders 


- ſerue the true meaning of the ſayd Acts,vpon paine of fozteiture of thepenalties therein contayned, andas 
* they wilayoydher Dighnelle furthcr diſpleaſure, Andfurtherher Wateſtie by the aduile afozeſaydftrait- 
 lychargeth andcommandeth all zeuery Jufticesof Peace, Waiozs, Shiriffes, Bailiffes, and all otherher 
Officers, and Winiſters whatſoeuer,to whome it may appertayne,that theyandeuery of them, 
asthey tender her Pateſties pleaſure and commaundement , and will anſwere tothe contrary at their pe- 
the ſeucrall limittes and pzecincts of their turildiction,and authozitie, ſearch and enquire 
' }, _ fo; all, andeueryſuchperfon and perſons as ſhall any way offend again the effect, and true meaning of
